. Structions govermlng recrulting for the reg-
| tlar army in time of war have been lssued

by Adjutant General Corbin.

Appllcants for enlbtment muet be between
18 tad 35 yoars of age, of goo? habits and
character, able-bodied, free from disesco,
and able to speak the English languago.
Marrled men will be enlisted only upon
approval of the regimental commarnders.

M'riocs must not be enllsted without the
written com'ent of fathers, cmly surviving
parent, or legally appointed guardian. Boye
b;'ta'tun 16 and 18 may be enlisted as musi-
ciard.

Criginal enllstments will be comfined to
citlzica or those peraons who have made
legal declaration of thelr Intention to be-
come such,

The inntructions give physical proportions
| for Feight, welght and chest meoiiurement
which arplicants muat possess for the vari-
ous briaches of the service.

The term of service ks three years, and
applicants must defray their own expenscs
to the place of emlistment. The rates of pay
are given, and the atatement made that to
these 20 per cent will be added In time of
war. The soldiers can deposit thelr iavines
In sums not lces them $5 with any army
paymaster, and by care and economy a sol-
dier can save from his elothing allowance
a corslderable cum, payahle on discharge.

For soldiers who have served falthfully
for twenty ymre, or have been (ischargel
for wounis recelved or discase Incurred in
the &srvice, a comfortable home |s mala-
talned In Wa hington,

The sum of 12'%% cents per month s de-
ducted from cach soldier's pay to be applizd

After thirty years' service emlisted ymen

PARIS HAS A STORMY PASSAGE.

Only Sightcd Tweo Ships on the Way
Over from 'Enrope.

NEW YORK, April 30.—The American line
asteamer Parla arrived this morutog from
Southampton after a rough passage of seven
tays, seventeen hours aad forty-five minutes,
with nine ealoon, forty-eeven second cabin
and ninety-eight steerage paesengers. The
Paris left Southampten April 22 at 2:05 p. m.
After clearing the land Captaln Watkins
ahaped his course ebout north and after &
run of thirty miles headed for home, keep-
ing a distance of about thirty miles from
the usual course taken in previoua trips.
Captaln Watkins bad no fear that s Spanish
war vessel would catch his fleet ateamer,
but it was thcught posalble thiat some eraft
of the cnemy might be lurking in the
vicinity of the channel, or In the neighbor-
hood of the Irish coast. to waylay the
American craft. At npight on board the
Parle every light was extinguished and

The Parls brought sixteen cases of muni-
tlons of war and a small gquantity of mis-
cellaneous merchandise. The Parle entered
the Narrows through the fleld of mines and
torpedoes at 8:80 thls morning and was
ealuted by steam whistlea of passing coralt
aa It went to lte dock. It is expected that
the Paris wlll discharge its cargo teday
and will be recelved by the naval authoritics
tomorrow morning, when Its mame will be
cheoged to Yale, The Parls has a crew of
289 and two mall clerks.

ARE PUZZLED BY SPANISH STRATEGY

Hoplong That the Flotilln Hax Salled
for the Wenst Indles—_Thought
to Be Ensy Prey for
Sampson.

WASHINGTON, April 30.—About the only
ftem of news that came to the Navy depart-
ment this morning from any official saurce
told of the departure of that part of the
Spanish Cape Verde fleet which consisted of
torpedo  boats aud transports, for the
Cararies., The faet that two of the torpedo
boats were in tow of the blg transports, naval
oMeers regarded as a sign that dn the col-
lision which these vessels are reported to
have had ycsterfay, the machinery of the
boats was disabled beyond the possibility of
repalr at 8. Vincent. It is by no means a
safe undertakbag to tow a torpedo boat lhr‘
long distance between Cape Verde and the
Canaries, and it would mot surprise naval
officials if one or more of the little Loats
were missing when the remamder of the
small flect arrived at the Canariva.

Auxiety Is felt as to the desiination of the
more formidable pam of the Spanish fleet
that salied westward frum Cape Verde, Ir
they are headed for Cuba the Navy depart-
ment caleulates that they are likely to reach
Porto Rlco about May 7. It Is not to be ex-
pected, however, that the arrival at Spanish
ports would be made public by the Spanish
authorities centrolling the cable, and sup-
possing that they are not detected by one of
the United States naval vessels which will
possibly be thrown out as a scout, the first
wwews of the arrival of the fieet on this slde
is likely to be conveycd by suome neutral
vessel trading between Porto Rico aad out-
ald res, .

'lg."nliwatrltegy Fivolved In the Spanish
movements i8 rather puzzling to the naval
officers. Assuming that the four cruisera
have actually started on thelr way to Cuba
it would seem that if they arrive at Porto
Rico they would be in dimminent danger of
capture or destruction at the hands of
Admiral Zampson's squadron, which I8 un-
questioiably superior in offensive power. In
other words, the four crulssrs wouldl be
sltuated st as were the Oquendo and the
Vizeaya before the outbreak of hostilitles,
wihen they prudently fled from the port of
Havana,

RUMORS ABOUT PLYING SQUADRON.

It was reported In depatimental cleeles
today that the fiylng squadvon was about
to sall from Fortresa Monroe. The officiala
refused to affirm or deny this stalement,
but It ls assumed if the report ls true the
vessols are to be used as scouts to detect
the appeoach of the Spanlsh veseels, In
case the ships are slghtel by Commodore
Schley, no engagemeat would be attempted
unless clrcumatances wore peculiarly favor-
able, for he has but two armored &hips in
Lhls squadron to pit againat the four heavily
armored Spanish vessels. He would, hows-
ever, be able to hang on the flank of the
Spanish squadeon and annoy It greatly
while rushing shead one of his flyers, the
Columbla or Minneapolls, to warn Admiral
SBampson and secure reinforcements In the
shape of a battleebhlp that would lusure vies
tory fa actlon.

No word has yet come from the Philip-
pines, and as already explalned, even I
there has beem an actlon betwesn Commo-
dore Dewey and the Spanieh naval force
there, the Navy department le scarcely in a
way to hear of M for several days. Even
it the commodore should manage to land
at Manila he probably would be unable to
opendte the cabie owing to a lack of ekilled
operators and perhaps the apparatus itself
may be disabled before it falls Into hia
hands, There W good reason to belleve
that the commodore will mot direct an at-

tack @l Manila In the beginning. The re-
part that he took aboard before
leaving Hong Kong one of the

mo#t popular of the leaders of the Phillp-
pine insurgents Is consldered as evidence
that the commodore relies largely upon la-
surgent support to malptain Gis footing on
the lelands. If thia be so, he would very
likely avold Manila, the capital, and #elze
firat another port where the Insurgents are
In greater strength amd where there are
no fortifications to overcome,
COALING BTATION NECES3ARY.

Whle there l& no doubt that ons of the
objects of Commodore Dewey I8 to crush
the Spanish squadron n the East Indles as
the most effective method ol protecting the
important trade Interests in thal quarter,
it Is beyemd doubt part of his purpose to
selze and bold a port sultable for use as a
coaling station. The coaling station ls not
only desirable but s absolutely vecessary
from a naval point of view, unless the
United States ia prepared to surrender all
commerce in American bottoms with Asia,
and fully rullsln% this the naval officlalae
will proceed with thelr campalgn undeterred
by Europsan threitsa, Whather the station
will be retalped after the war by the
United BStates will not now be deter-
mined, It ls positively asserted that up to
this moment the Buropean menaces have
taken no offeial form and so far no prolests
have been Jodged with the State department.
It any auch should be made, bawed on diplos
matic reasons, it would pot be hard for our
povernment, peluting to the wholesale selz-
